Ferdinand Ward’s Dreary Lot In 
Sing Sing Prison. 


AS 


The Financier Convict's Sad Lot—His 
Repugnance to the Lock Step—Poor 
Fare and Over-Worked — Ward’s 
Complaint of Harsh Treatment—A 
Brief Statement About the Indebted- 
ness of Grant & Ward. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisparTcn. 

New York, November 9.—Every day must be 
dreary enough tothe prisonersin Sing Sing, but 
Sunday is the dreariest day of all. The stone 
buildings are like mammoth vaults. No bustle or 
excitement pushes the slow hours along, and the 
prisoners have nothing toto but lie on their little 
cots in their stuffy ceils. Four times during the 
day the death-like stillness of the prison is broken 
by the tolling of a big bell. Then comesa ringing 
sound, andthe grated doors of the ceils slowly 
open. A sbufiling of feet is heard, followed by a 
steady, monotonous tramp, and along line of prison- 
ers wind down the stairs and into the dining-room 
orchapel. Prisoner 927, formeriy known by some as 
“Doctor,” and by the publicas Ferdinand Ward, 
bas not been in prison long enough to get used to 
its Sundays. He has discovered the mysteries of the 
lock step, but hasnot yet conquered his repugnance 
toit. Those who know Ward well are apt to speak 
kindly of him. One of the few friends that Ward 
has left called at the prison yesterday. 


He was shown into a little office, and finallya 
figure in gray clothing, marked with large yeilow 
stripes, came in. it was Ward, but so changed 
that it was difficult to recognize -him. He” sat 
down on one of the wooden veuches, glanced at 
Head Keeper Connauguaton, who sat near by 
watching bim, and then, turning to his friend, said: 
“You find me somewhat broken up.” His face 
was like chalk, his eyes were sunken and duil, and 
the lids were red and inflamed. There was a 
week's growth of beard on his chin and lip, the 
only places.where tue beard will grow, and his 
hair was rumpied. A spotiess white silk bandker- 
chief peeped above the piisou garb, and the bot- 


toms of his trousers were rolled 
up above the same pair of patent 
leather shoes he wore during his _ trial. 


A sharp toned bell in the Warden's kitchen across 
tne hail clanged out a summons to the keepers now 
and then. Every time it sounded Ward shivered 
aud baif sprang from his seat. 

“You can’t imagine how miserable I am,” said 
Ward, trembling as thouxh he bad a chill. “I 
thought that the Warden would take into consider- 
alion my physical condition and put me at some 
work that 1 could do; but | was mistaken. ‘lhe first 
day 1 was put vebiud the boiler shoveling ashes into 
barrels and joading them on a truck. Kvery time 
I lifted a barrel i Luought my back would break. 
Since then l’ve been kept busy

The dust flies into my eyes, and is gradually blind- 


ing me. Just iook at my bands.” He beld up 
a pair of hands that would have been 
almost transparent if dirt had not been ground 
intotuem, ‘Shere were abrasions all over them 
and the fingers seemed to have been stiffened ob 

hard work. “I cannot eat the food taes g ye me,’ 

continued Ward, drawing his knuckles across his 
eyes, in which moisture had gathered. “I eat with 
1,185 other prisoners. At 6:45 ociock in the morn- 
ing we take our greasy tin piates and form in a 


lice. Wepass our plates to the cook, who slapsa 
little pile of whatis calied bash oneach. A piece 
of bread is stuck on top, andtnis with a tin of 


coifve made out of siaia crusts of bread is our 
breakfast. 1 was always fastidious aout my food, 
and I find it impossibie io eat this stuff! My 
siomach rejects it. I wrote a note to 
Warden Brush o. Monday praying him to use the 
$is0 lhad when Icame hereiu buying me decent 
tooud. 1lwas referred to the chaplain, who told me 
to write to my wife I did so, and on Friday I re- 
ceived some canved meats aud fruits, which I eat 


in my celi, Ove thing 18 certain, and that is that l 
wilinotiive to serve my term out unless 1 get 
some work that I can do.” Axzain Ward

“It buris me more thaa I can express,” he said, “to 
have peropie say that 1 have lots of money. Whea 
I was sentenced all the money! bad in the wide 
world was $80. Isold my watch that cost $450 for 
$100, and tuat made up the sum that was found in 
my possession. My counsel fees were about $2,000, 
and if Lhad been tried on other indictments my 
lawyers would pave bad to defend me for nothing 
or leave me to the mercy of my enemies. My wife 
has a very sMall income.not enough to support ber, 
and so sue’s going to live wits my brotuer. My 
house in Stamford was turned over tg Uapt Spicer,

Ward was asked regarding his c :ances of escap-

John McCullough Passes Away 
in His Wife’s Home at 
Philadelphia, 


A Sketch of the Popular Trage- 
dian’s Professional 
Career, 


His Last Moments—How the Sad News 
Was Recetved in New York—The 8t. 
Louis Elks Offer Him Burial in 
Their Lot in Bellefontaine—A Meet- 
ing of the Elks’ Lodge To-Night, 


Purtape_pna, November 9.—The agonies of John 
McCullough, the actor, came to an end yesterday 
afternoon, when he quietly passed away at bis 
resideocce im this city. Saturday he bad shown 
guchb marked improvement that his friends were 
expecting that be would regain his old vigor, and 
this deciusive hope caused great regret and sur- 
prise whee a fata) termination of bis troubles was 
reached. Late Saturday evening be was attacked 


with short spasmodic breathing and was uncon- 
scious yesterday until his death. At his bedside 
were bis physician, Dr. Engei, the actor's wife and 
twosons, bis sister, Mra West Dmore; Mrs 
James McCullough, bis dauzther-in-law; Mr. W. F. 
Johnson, the deceased's legal adviser, and Wm. 
Nutt, the nurse. 


The News in New York. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratca 

New York, November 9.—The first intelligence of 
the death of McCullough received in New York was 
atelegram from William L. Johnson to Captain 
William M. Conner, proprietor of the St. James 
Hotel, who was for many yearsthe most intimate 
and valued friend of the great acter and formerly 
his business mavager. The dispatcn read. “John 
isdead. He passed away peacefully at 1 o'clock 
to-day. Funeralon Thursday. Have proper an- 
nouncement made and his personal and profes- 
sional friends invited.” 

Captain Conner’s emotion was great. Although 
John McCullough’s death was known to be inevit- 
able, the recent encouraging accounts of bis con- 
dition being to his friends obviously forced and 
untrue, the sudden Intelligence was no less a shock. 
Captain Conner’s relations with him had been so 
near, the affection between the two men so excep- 
tional, that it was an hour before the suryivor could 
collect bimself sufficiently tosena the answering 


telegram and to advise other friends of the sad 
event. “He was nearer than a brother to me." 
said Conaer. “You well know how two men can 
be knit together by bonds of wutual liking and 
eee closer than mere ties of blood can join 
them. I had known bim long and well before we 
established business relations with each otner. 
During this late perio we were, of course, con. 
stantly together, and since his misfortune came to 
him it Was my province to watch over and care for 
him. For two years be bas bardly ever been ou: of 
my mind. It was a year or more, and contrary to 
the urgent advice of his other friends, before ] 
could bring myself to take the final 
action and carry him to Bloomingdale. 
Even then I could not take the 
responsibility and sorrow upon myrelf. But it was 
at the request of tis family. The reasons for it 
and the method of it were published in the Posr- 
DisPatcon at the time. Now that the end of all bas 
come, lfeel prostrated aod cannot say any more, 
only, whata geverous and unsefisn and pobie 
spirit was Joho McCullough’'s before dar«negs set- 
tied on bis mind; and in tuat darkness there were 
go many flashes of tue old voblevess and generosity 
and geviality.”

He waited 
a few moments, looked twice on the printed page 
ip @ vain endeavor to follow the text, and then, 
laying the book aside, gazed out across 
the street, with a far-away look 
in his eyes, as memories of

“{ knew him well,” he continue’ musingly, “but 
he was especially intimate with my son-in-law, 
Mr. Fitch. I bave met the great actor many 
times, as he frequently visited me and dine! at my 
house. When did I first meet bim?''—and the 
General rubbed his hands over nis eyes to refresh 
nis recollection. “Well, let me see. It was over in 
California in 1809, when Mccullough was manag- 
ing a theater there, that I be an our acquaintance, 
which has been steadily maintained. He 
was then just as jovial! and pleasant 
as he was in the later years of his success.” 

“When did you last see him?” 

“About a year ago. I think. Anyway, it was just 
after be had the trouble In Chicago when he broke 
down. He came to St. Louis and calied to see me, 
I noticed when he eutered the roon that he was 
the same Jon Mc ‘ullough physically, and for the 
first few sentences his mind seemed ail! 
rehbt. He went on then in a complain- 
ing way to tell me how he had  0been 
mistreated in Chicago, and repeatedly said that 
he was perfectiv abie tocarry out bhispart. As I 
iesoked at his physique I would have believed him 
had he not fallen occasivnally into a stranze 
silence and bad a pitiful, dazed look not crept. over 
bis fine features. This wastne last I ever saw of 
the tragedian, and he never played afier that.” 

**W hat of the charge that he was an imitator?” 

“Oh, that is ab-urd John McCullough was an 
educated man and a man of great native force, and 
in every sense of the word wasa greatactor. Aijl 
actors are more or less imitators,and if McCullouzh 
imitated Forrest insome instances, the examp.e

The Dead Actor’s Career. 


John McCullough, the tragedian, died at 10 a. m. 
yesterday at his wife's residence in Philadelphia, 
Those whose duty it was to be closest to him in the 
last moments were there, aud the final look that lit 
bis eyes fell upon bis wife and gister as they knelt by 
his bedside and prayed and wept. The end came 
peacefully. There .was no pain. The eyes 
clovred and the breath went, that wa 
all, and the grand man whose heart had 
been a shrine of buman love, and whose 
name and memory willlong be cherished by the 
friends of the drama, lay cold and lifeless upon hig 


couch. The ‘noblest Roman of them all” was 
dead. 


John McCullough was born in Coleraine, County 
Antrim, Ireland, on November 22, 1836 He /a..ded 
in New York with so smailasuin of movey - that, 
after a few days’ siay iu the metropolis, he reached 
Philadelphia with about 87 cents in hig pocket, A

the gg I was not 
80 soen, nee of the favorabie reports sent out 
regarding his condition. I did not expect him to 
recover, but I was not prepared for the news of his 
death. I suppose his acccession of strength and 
intelligence was only the last flicker of the lamp 
which always comes before it goes out. Poor Mc- 
Culiough! I suew him perhaps as intimately 
as any one else. I have known him _ for 
many years. You know, I was associated 
with him once in the management of a theater in 
California. He was a generous, genial, large- 
hearted man, fuil of charity; too mucu so, probably 
for his own good.” Mr. Barrett arose from his 
cuair and paced the room wih his bands clasped 
bebind his back and talked as if.in soliloquy. “He 
bad a wonderful career, and was in many 
ways a wonderful man. He appealed strongly 
to the popular heart. There are 
few actors whose individuality was recognized so 

uickly, and gained such a large share in the affec- 
Lion of the public. His personality was tbo strapg 
and wascharming. He made friends of ail he 
met, and tiat, too, wituout ay inconveniences to 
himeeif, or any loss of manh or dignity,” 

“When did you meet him first?” 

“Let me see. I met him in 1860 in Boston. Mc- 
Cullough was holding aninferor position at the 
Howard Athenw@um. Davenport was m.nager, and 

iayed jeading parts, I was secosd to Davenport. 
r remember distinctly McCullough’s first step 
toward promotion. The piay was ‘The Dead 
Heart.” and it happeved that Davenport 
was suddeoly taken iiland McCu:lou h was called 
totake his part at skort notice. ln avery few 
hours he studied up the part and acquitted bim- 
self wonderfully. 1s success OD such short notice 
was the talk of the town and guve biu: his first 
start. Soon after he attraced Forrest's 
attention, and going to Philadeipiia, became 
a member of his company, He supported Forrest 
some seven years.” 

“When was it that you formed a partnership 
with him?” 

“ I THINK IT WAS ABOUT 
1867 that Iwentto Caiuforuii, McCullough was 
then the leading actor at McGuire's Opera House 
iu San Franciscoand wasan immensely popuiar 
favorite. The matter of building 
theater was broached and I was 
associate myseif in the manageinent of 
A magn:ficent house was built ata cost of some 
baifa milion by Raiston and otaers. I rema.ned 
with McCullough until 1870, when 1 wanted to pur- 
sue ny Own Career, and Isold my inierestto bim 
and left. Sooo afier this Mc vullough started on 
his starring career, having first made 
several tours, The last time [ saw 
him in his right mind was when he 
returned from his Yellowstone trip. Itisa little 
singular thatthe last tine lsaw bim was nere in 
this hotel during my engagement last year. He 
came to me at breakfast. | asked him if ne would 
see me play. ‘No,’ said he, ‘I have seen enough of 
you.’ "Thea he remarked something about my 
new play, and, thiaking that he meant ‘Fraocesca 
Du Rimini,’ Ispoke of it,and said no; ‘The 
Shadows ofa Great City.’ He afterwards cun- 
ningly attempted to conceal his blunder, but bis 
condition was saddenin z.” 

“Is there any one who can take McCullough's 
place in ois lne of characters?” 

“No one that I cau think vf, Of course, no one 
can take any other man's piace, but it was believed 
that the heroic) 3 characters, such as 
Virginius, Coriolanus, Spartacus and others 
d.ed with Forrest. Tuey were revived by MoCul- 
lougo,but I believe tae cnaractess were not revived 
reaily as far-as the public cared for them, but it 
was McCuiiougn’s Own personailty which made 
them popular. I heard Bromiley remark once to 
McCuliouzh that his face was wortao a millioa. His 
face, figure, grace and personal charm made him a 
popular favorite in additien to hig dramatic ‘power, 

With regard to the actor’s habits of study Mr. 
Barrett said: “He was not a studentin the strict 
sense Of the term. He was too muca Inthe worid 
to be one, and never formed habits of application. 
He was a man of asyirations, quick of perception, 
and absorbed easily whatever came wiihin his 
reach.” 

Mr. Barrett -said that while he was most 
anxious to be preseat at his funeral, he would nave 
to decline, as it would be im possibie for him to go. 
fe uad not received notice of bis selection as pail- 
bearer, but expected tosend a declination on its 
receipt. He felt honored and complimented by 
the selection, be said. Mr. Barrett will write a 
biograpby of the late tragedian for the new “Lives 
of Actors.”” He has been requested to write one of 
McCullough and one of Boota.

Tne election of HILL has given rise toagreat 
deal of satisfaction among the merchants of 
New York, who have not seen where their 
profit came in Republican campaigns which 
turned on abuse of the South.

A popular indorsement, 
however, might give Senator Van Wyck’s 
few Republican friends in the Legislature a 
good excuse for standing out against caucus 
control.

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THE MERCANTILE LIBRARY. 
The directors of the Mercantile Library have 
devised a plan for raising the money to put up 
the much needed new building, and their ap- 
peal to the public appears in our columns. 

No words are needed to tell the people of St. 
Louis how just are the claims of the Mercan- 
tile Library upon their recognition. For near- 
ly forty years it has been a leading element in 
the culture of St. Louis, and a source of pride 
and praise to the city. It has depended on its 
own resources, and has spent its money freely 
in the service of literature, art and enlighten 


| ment. 


Now that the changed condition of the times 
demand increase and enlargement of those 
resources which have been so liberally used; 
now that a new building is demanded to house 
the books and treasures of the Association, its 
directors have a right to appeal to that public 
spirit which founded the library. They ask 
for less than they propose to give in return. 
They ask of the many liberal and public- 
spirited citizens of this great city of today 
much less than was given unasked by the few 
in the small but plucky city of forty years ago. 
There should be but little difficulty in securing 
the money needed for the new building, and 
we hope soon to announce the beginning of 
work onan edifice worthy of the library and 
worthy of St. Louis. 
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TIME FOR A CHANGE. 

For eight months past divers important Fed- 
eral offices have been retained in St. Louis by 
men who expected to be removed within a 
month after thednauguration of a Democratic 
Administration. They have ever since been 
awaiting removal and expecting it any moment. 
Such a state of mindis not favorable to the 
highest efficiency in the public service. Where 
officials are doomed, or have reason to believe 
that they must go, the sooner the better for the 
public interest. These men were conscious that 
they had won their appointmentsin the first 
place by active partisan services rather than by 
superior qualifications, and that they had been 
offensive partisans in offices whose duties there 
are thousands of Democrats weil qualified to‘ 
discharge. A delay of eight months in making 
the expected change has simply kept the 
administration of those duties in an invalid 
condition for that length of time. A new in- 
cumbent requires some time to get the routine 
and machinery of bis office well in hand, and 
when he succeeds an official who has long been 
expecting removal and giving but scant atten- 
tion to the work, the hiatusis apt to involve 
serious shortcomings. Why the delay in mak- 
ing the expected changes in St. Louis has been 
protracted through the long interval between 
Congresses and until the Administration must 
devote itself to reports and messages and other 
preparations for the approaching session of 
Congress, we do not know; but it is plain that 
this delay has neither made the doomed incum- 
bents better officials nor insured the wisest se- 
lections of men to succeed them. The Admin- 
istration had more time to devote to such mat- 
ters during the summer than it will have again 
till Congress adjourns, and our Senators and 
Congressmen should have been as_ well able to 
unite in designating the proper men last sum- 
mer as now., Kansas City basa Postmaster, a 
Collector anda United States Attorney, all 
Democrats, while “offensive partisans” of the 
Republican persuasion still hold all the 
Federal patronage in St. Louis except the Rev-:

Following closely upon the startling an- 
nouncement of the removal of the large house of 
Strobe! & Wilken comes the frightful rumor, well 
founded, that January 1, 1886, will see thirty 
or more of the leading Cincinnati business houses 
remove to New York City and Chicago. Cincin- 
nati’s greatest commercial] interest to-day is her 
clothing trade. It amounts to about $20,000,000 
every year. This entire trade is on the brin« of 
destruction. Almostevery other line is suffering 
in less degree. The dry goods busivess of Cincin- 
nati has fallen off in the last few years until it is 
much less now than in 1870. Such old firms as 
Tolle, Holton & Co,, Stedman & Co., Shotwell, 
Clerihew & Lothmann, and many others readily 
recalied, have either failed or removed, and none 
have risen to represent them.

On the contrary, 
there is good reason why they should not. Taxes 
naondeo collected from large property-holders at a 

expense than from smali property-boiders. 
The State of Pennsylvania, for example, levies no 
tax at all upon realestate for State purposes. Its 
revenues are derived from a few sources, the 
greater part from the tax on corporations. This 
policy was adopted in ignorance of its value and 


equity in the bope of gaining political favor from 


the holders of property exempted from taxation by 
the State, but it bas been continued for the reason 
that revenue bas been readily avd cheaply coilect- 
ed, thus saving expense to the people, and because 
it has not proved burdensome to the corporations. 
They are now really the State's tax-collectors. 
They do not, however, pay any more than their 
propertion. What the State gets from them they 
add totheir tolls, their insurances and discounts. 
The general public pay just as they.did before: but 
instead of paving directly they pay indirec.ly; 
instead of paying the tax-collector they pay their 
bankers, railroau freight agents and underwriters. 
In fact they probably also pay the corporations for 
their troubie as State agents;but they dont know it 
any more than they know that they are paying atax 
to the Federal Government when they buy a suit of 
clothes from their tailor. The process of diffusion 
is illustrated in the case of the Pennsylvania cor- 
porations, Taxes equalize themselves and dis- 
tribute themse.ves, Tve attempt to equalize them 
by jaw only leads to confusion, change and loss, 
We are now going through a spasm of this kind of 
tax doctoring in Pennsy:vania, and the public dis- 
gust is growing day by day.

Str. Louis, November 3.—It is well known that we 
made an effort during the spring of last year to 
sella sufficient number of “perpetuai member- 
sbips’’ to enable us to erect upon our present site 
a fi. e-proof “library anc office building.*” We had 
scarcely commenced operations, aud were very 
much encouraged by two $10,000 and several $5,000 
subscriptions, when the panic of trade depression 
occurred, making it necessary to deiay the work to 
& more propitious time, 

We beleve that the time has now arrived and 
bave determined to secure the necessary fund be- 
fore the first of January, so as to commence work 
on the new building next spring. 

Never has any good work been brought before 
the St. Louis public more worthy of their aupport. 
It is not necessary to dweH upon the great benefits 
of a public library; they are too weil known and 
appreciated to even require mention. It is not 
generally understood, however, that, like nearly all 
great educational institutions, a public library is 
by necessity not self-sustaining. The membership 
revenue of the Mercantile Library does not pay 
quite one-half the running expenses; the deficit 
being met by store and hali rentals. The latter 
has been gradua:ly decreasing until it has fallen 
from $5,000 per annum to almost nothing, with no 
prospects (in view of the many competing new 
halis) of improvement. A decrease in the revenue 
at a time when our rapidly growing city requires 
increased service ana facilities (with the ever pres- 
ent menace of destruction by fire) has made it 
absolutely necessary that the Board of Directors 
and friends of the library should take prompt and 
vigorous measures to place it in position to fulfill 
its mission. . 

As the library’s charter exempts its property 
from taxation, there is no endowment or invest- 
ment that will prove so remunerative as a fine 
fire-proof ‘‘liorary and office building” on the pres- 
ent site. 

Without going into detail, suffice it to say that 
from its present unsatisfactory condition, the 
fuifiliment of our plans will placethe library on a 
footing second to none m the country, its wide 
reaching and everlasting influence upon our com- 
munity being beyond present computation, 

Notwithstauding tke strong claim such work has 
upon the bevevoilence of the public, we are happily 
able to carry out our plans/and xive value received 
for every dollar that is subscribe\!, so that in no 
sense can u subscriber feel that he been calied 
upon for a contribution. 

The pian, as briefly outlined heretofore, is to seil 
“perpetual memberships” at $100 each, transfer- 
able under the rules of the Association, and as there 
is a present demand for over a thousand annual 
memberships at $5, and this demand constantly 
increasing, it establishes a 5—per-cent-per-annum 
value to the investment. By contrast it might be 
mentioned that the Brooklyn Mercantile Livrary, 
now raising a building tund on the same plan, 
have placed their perpetual memberships at $500 
each. 

In addition to the amount already subscribed it 
is necessary to secure $150,000. This amount it is 
expected will be raised by subscriptions of $1,000 
each (ten perpetusl memberships) from 100 of our 
leading public spirited citizens, and the balance 
will be secured in farger and smaller amounts. 

Every one must realize what an irreparable loss 
it would be were the library destroyed by fire, and 
yet it has been seriously threatened several times 
during the past two or three years. We needa 
fireproof building for security. We need addi- 
tional revenue to enable the library to fulfill its 
mission, and this can best be secured by an office 
building on the present valuable site. We hope 
that every citizen will extend us that prompt and 
hearty encouragement that will insure beyond auy 
peradveuture our success.

TWO NEW WATER DISTRICTS. 


An Ordinance in Preparation by the Assess- 
or of Water Kates. 

Assessor and Collector of Water Rates Mott is 
preparing an ordinance for submission to the 
Municipal Assembly which will considerably enlarge 
the force of his office. It appears that the 
force of men now at work is no greater than that 
of 1875 when the water revenue was only the haif 
of what it is to-day. Mr. Mott wants to add two 
more water districts to those already in existence, 
or rather to split in two divisions the first and sixth 
districts as they stand at present. The first dis- 
trict rans from Lafayette avenue south to the River 
des Peres and west to the city limits: the sixth 
district runs north from North Market street to the 
Bellefontaine ( emetery and west to the Christian 
Bretwers’ College and the King’s highway. As 
there are but two men to each of these districts,anu 
as these have to reyort Co the office twice a day, but 
very litie can be dune by them. All this out- 
lying terriory is filing up witn water 
pipe, the Water Commissioners having laid thirty 
mies of new pipe last year aione, it is highiy neces- 
sary that it should be closely looked after. Toth 
ena Ur. Mott will recommend that branch offices be 
located at the sub-stations of tbe Sireet Commis. 
sioner, two in number, one ip the center of the 
northern district and the other in the center of the 
southera, in order that the inspectors may. tue more 
closely look after water consumers, and in order 
that the latter may not be compelied to come al 
the way to the City Hull whenever they have any 
complaint to make or bill to pay. The passage of 
such an ordinauce would necessitate the employ- 
ment of four add:tioua: inspectors for the new dis- 
tricta, and four or six deputies to do the work in 
the branch offices. As this will create berths for 
political workers, there is litue doubt that the bill 
will pass.

BLOOD-STAINED WEALTH. 


Sykes, Who K illed His Mistress, May 
Lose the Fortune She Left Him. 


[New Orleans Special]. Two years ago this 
week the town was startled by the killing of 
Kate Townsend, one of the leaders of the 
demi-monde, by isville Sykes, who has been 
her paramour for twenty years. He stabbed 
her as she was lying in bed, inflicting a dozen 
terrible wounds in her neck and heart.

Sykes brought 
witnesses to prove that he was a physical cow- 
ard and would never strike a blow unless he 
was cornered and afraid of his life. When 
Sykes left the jail he married a 
widow in Biloxi, Miss., and has since been 
eg at at that popular sea-coast-re- 
sort. case has been opened up anew this 
week by the appearance in court as intervener 
of Mrs. Ellen Tully of SanFrancisco, claiming 
to be a sister of the murdered woman and ask- 
ing tobe placed in posses-ion of her estate.

Valleys.

Along 
the base andin the valleys of a high range 
of hills are scattered the villages of the 
Hualpias. They are an agricultural race. 
Their wooden plows have furrowed the val- 
leys, and their scrubby, inbred sheep grazed 
on "Hualpias bills almost from time iImmemo- 
rlial. The Jesuits found them here in 1721, 
and established the inevitable Jesuit missions 
among them, 
THESE TYPICAL LANDMARKS 
of the Roman Church militant have fallen into 
decay, and their displaced and mouldering 
stones now seem as tablets upon which are en- 
raved the lascivious precepts of the Book of 
ormon. Though agricultural by tradition 
and habit, the savage ry eer blood runs riot 
in the veins of these red husbandmen. To their 
foes they display a wily cunning and treacher- 
ous ferocity that would do honor to the origi- 
nal Apache stock. The stealthy step of the 
Hualpias has entered, in the dark hour of the 
morning, Many a prospector’s camp on the 
banks of the Colorado and its tributary 
streams, and the doomed gold-hunter been 
ruthless! y butchered in pis blankets, or re- 
served to gratify the love Of torture i tin 
the Apache blood. 

Inhabiting a on to which winter rigors 
are unknown, the Hualpias live a careless, 
happy life in the midst of an abundance of the 
fruits of the earth. Every eight or ten miles 
gush forth springs of the purest and coldest 
water. The larger streams are lavishly 
stocked with the finest fish, and higher regions 
of their hills afford them an inexhaustible 
supply of game. Through their villages are 
scattered evidences of the inhertent warlike 
nature of the people. Stone houses, rudely 
built, but cunningly contrived for purposes of 
defense, meet the eye at every turn, In the 
centre of these fortifications there is invariably 
sunk a well. In elevated localities these 
wells are necessarily very deep, in some cases 
reaching a depth of 200 feet, These inex- 
haustible reservoirs are furnished with flights 


circular form, by means of which easy and 
speedy access to the water is secured. 
' Tothe east of the Hualpias range and be- 
yond the inhabited limit lie vast plains, inter- 
spersed with swamps and large lagoons. Here 
is the home of 
IMMENSE HERDS OF WILD HORSES. 

Hualpias tradition assigns the origin of these 
wild bands to certain Spanish stock brought 
into the region by the Jesuit Fathers in the 
first days of the missions. The round bodies, 
delicate ears, and clean limbs of these studs of 
the plain and morass certainly suggest an An- 
dalusian pedigree. These horses frequent the 
open plains in spring months, seekin 
the cooler ranges near the heads of 
the mumerous and bountiful streams 
during the heats of the summer, 
and retiring to the morasses and lagoons in the 
winter season. Though aggregating thousands 
in number, rarely more than fifty are found in 
one band. A stallion controls each band, and 
jealously keeps his charge separate from all 
others. Scores of these bands can be seen dot- 
ting the plain in every direction, moving in and 
out with almost the precision of troops of Ccav- 
| on a grand field day. 

hile grazing they move in broken order, 
with the stallion ever on the alert; and at 
his first danger signa] they gather into a 
compact mass, and break away like one 
huge body fora place of safety. In these 
flights the stallion is ever in the post of danger 
at the rear, andfurging the threatened herd to 
greater speed or halting to boldly meet a foe— 
at once prudent and brave. 

A SINGULAR CUSTOM 
of these wild herds is the slaughter of three- 
fourths of the male colts as soon as they are 
foaled by the matured stallions. In all stock 
increase the two sexes equal each other. In an 
experience of fifteen years among the cattle 
herds of the plains the Times-Democrat cor- 
respondent has never known the rule to 
fail. instinct teaches the wild horse that 
should all the male colts foaled attain 
the age of puberty, the wildest confusion 
would resul The ranges would be the 
scene of incessant and savage conflicts, 
Hence the embryo stallions are reduced to 
suit the occasion. As it is, terrible single com- 
bats take place, resulting inevitably in the 
death of one of the combatants. In cases 
the victor takes the herd of the slaughtered 
hero, until some young stallion attains to years 
of discretion, when he is formally invested with 
the soe mye Ferny and — them once more 
to pastures eir own, ena young stal- 
lion reaches the age ; 
FITTING HIM FOR CHIEFTAINSAHIP, 

the fact is quickly known throughout the vari- 
ous bands. An informal meeting takes place 
on some ample ground. Each band is rounded 
p by its leader. The fortunate candidate takes 
his place by himself in an open s , and from 
all sides there is run to him a sufficient number 
of young mares to form a bunch of hisown, and 
with a snort of defiance and tail of pride he leads 
them through the assembled bands, his very own. 

Wild horses are also found in other sections 
of Arizona, in New Mexico, Nebraska and Col- 
orado. Their general habits and characteristics 
are the same, and a stallion will defend his own 
as cunningly and fiercely among the snows of 
Colorado as he wi}l in the evergreen verdure of 
the Arizona pampas. Some years the wild 
stallions of Nebraska and Colorado Ww so 
troublesome by their raidson the stockmen's 
herds in of mares to recruit their bands, 
that an exterminating war was declared against 
them. Organized parties hunted them down 
and shot them without mercy.

MORE BLOOD AT THE BARRACKS. 


Priyate Gillick Fatally Stabbed—Death of 
Private Otto. 

The spirit of murder appears tobe rife at the 
Barracks. Another victim of drink and viciousness 
was carried into the hospital there yesterday 
morning so fearfully slashed with a knife that his 


recovery from the wounds received will be nothing | 


sbort of a miracle. Theman'’s name is William 
Gillick, and he was aprivate in Company B. He 
hada game of cards just after midnight at one of 
the outlying saloons between Carondelet and the 
Barracks, with Henry Rodgers, a Government 
employe, and both being drunk and fractious, they 
naturaliy quarreled. The presence of friends pre- 
vented an exchange of biows, and, although the 
men were induced to drink together good feeling 
was not restored. Each left the saloon in a belliger- 
ent frame of mind, muttering threats against the 


other. The men who were in the saloon resumed 
their various means of amusement thinking the 
difficulty had been entirely smoothed over, but 
ween a quarter of an hour afterward they hear 
a series of shrieks and groans they were persuaded 
differentiy. A search was made, resulting in the 
finding of Gillick lying ina gully bathed in bjood. 
He was apparently dying, and when after having 
been conveyed tothe hospital in a lhght spring 
wagon borrowed for the purpose, he was examined 
by the surgeon the belief was confirmed, - Gillick 
said he was assaulted by Rodgers, who stabbed 
him murderously. Rodgers, after the cutting, ap- 
peared on the ordnance grounds where a bail was 
in progress, and talked so loudly and threatenin ly 
that he wastold he would be arrested unless he 
ceased his racket. This seemed to sober him, and 
realizing his danger if imprisoned he disappeared, 
going towards the river. AS s00D as the 
cutting of Gillick was known, the police of Caron- 
delet were notified and Captain Boyd sent a party 
of themino pursuit. Mounted cavalrymen were 
sent out in squads also. Guiict is 19 years of age 
and like young Otto who was shot by a colored 
recruit Friday night, was a favorite with the 
troops. 

Oto died at2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
the charge against Johnson, the man who shot him, 
was changed from assault to killto murder in the 
first degree. Otto will be buried to-morrow witn 
military bonors. The feeling against his slayer is 
so strong that an effort toward lynching him is 
likely to be made. Indeed, six men, one ef whom 
was @ sergeant, Who made threats ia this direction 
were placed in jaii at the Barracks yesterday. :
